RECEIVING THE RETURNS AT COLUMBUS— 
VOTING IN THE RAIN. 

CoLtumsvs, O., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—The Re- 
publicans of Onio today bad to fight the rain 
and generally execrabie weather throughout 
the State in addition to the Democrats and Pro- 
hibitionists. The voting began in the face of 
a sharp, pelting rain that had been going on 
for the previous twelve hours. This state of 
affairs in Ohio usually means a mali Repub- 
lican vote and a consequent good 
chance for Democratic victory, but word 
received from Cincinnati, Cleveland, Toledo, 
Dayton, and Springfield at Republican State 
headquarters up to noon was to the effect that 
the party was making more than the usual et- 
fort to get out the vote in spite of the weather. 
The best of order prevailed everywhere, the 
new registry law in force in Cincinnati and 
Cleveland probibiting the collecting of 
a crowd within 100 feet of a polling 
precinct contributing much to that end, 
During the morning the State Committee head- 
quarters was in receipt of telegrams from dif- 
ferent points in tie State giving the situation 
in Cincinnati, Zanesville, Delaware, and Cleve- 
land. Dr. J. R. Baumes, Vice-President of the 


Lincoln Club, predicted that Foraker would 


have 4,000 majority in Hamilton County. 
Equally cheering words came from Lucas 
County, where Hoadly had 1,700 majority two 
years ago, and from Cleveland, that he carried 
in 1883 by nearly 1,500. The Democratic State 
Committee rooms were closed during the day, 
but this evening were opened for the reception 
of the faithful, who came in from the city and 
surrounding towns to hear the news. 

Gov. Hoadly went to Cincinnati last night 
after his speech at Cleveland, returning here 
on the midnight train tonight, and spent the 
night in the rooms of the State Committee re- 
ceiving dispatches.

Here in Columbus the interest in the result 
was intense, the fight to defeat a part of the 
legislative ticket (the notorious Allen O. Myers) 
adding to the usual excitement. 

THE PROHIBITION VOTE. 

The returns came in provokingly slow dur 
ing the fore part of the evening, and up to 9 
o'clock there was not much upon which to 
base an intelligent opinion. Usually at that 
time the direction of the political wind is 
pretty clearly indicated. Straggling dispatches 
came in from Cleveland. Elyria, Steubenville, 
and other points, showing a substantial gain on 
the head of the ticket, but giving no sign as 
to the result on legislative candidates- 
The bulletins showed a gam of about 
fourteen to each voting precinct, indicating a 
Republican majority of about 16,000, but later 
the average fell off somewhat, and there was 
an uncomfortable increase in the Leonard 
vote, shOwing that it might reach 20,000, an 
average of ten votes to the precinct being re- 
ported, as against an average of four in 1883. 
The Prohibition vote seemed to break out in 


spots, according to returns up to 10 o'clock, Bel-. 


mont, Trumbull, Clark, and Lawrence Counties, 
all Republican, leading in that respect. In 
some sections of the State, where heretofore 
the Probibitionists had had some strength, the 
vote bad disappeared aitogether, while in 
others considerable losses for Leonard were 
reported. The early news was not comforting 
to the Democracy, and no estimates as to the 
probable result could be obtained. 

It transpired during the evening that the 
Democratic State Committee had made no poll 
of the State, as they were reported to have 
done, but had depended upon brag and bluster 
to pull them through.

The first indication of the probable status of

WHAT NEW YORK THINKS OF THE LAST 


BALL SEASON. 

The New York Tunes says, editorially, in its 
issue of Sunday last: 

With the close of the league championship 
games Saturday the base-ball season proper has 
come to an end. For a fortnight longer the in- 
satiate votaries of the sport will find occasional 
supplementary games to witness, if the weather 
permits, and the series between the Chi and 
St. Louis nines, as the pennant winners in their 
respective associations, should be of exceptionol 
interest. Dut from the ist of October to the list of 
April base-bali is out of date in this latitude. 

The championshjp season just ended shows that 
this favorit game has lost none of ite remarkable 
popularity. Great matches have on one or two 
occasions drawn together 10,000 spectators, while 
gatherings of 4,000 or 5.000 have not been rare. As 
a grand-stand seat and the journey to the grounds 
costs the on-looker at a league game about $1, the 
liberal patronage of this sport is noticeable, es- 
pecially considering that each of the two leading 
professional associations plays 112 games in a sea- 
son. New York, Philadelphia, and St. Louis have 
nines in each association, and these cities have 
had, with a few intervals, championship matches 
nearly every pleasant day for more than five 
months. A multitude of other professional and 
amateur clubs bave aided to make the season lively 
in all parts of the country; for soldiers in garrison, 
marines in navy yards, actors when off the stage, 
and divinity students in their seminary grounds 


The American Association has, perhaps, in cer- 
tain respects been rather more fortunate in the 
outcome of its contest, since the St. Louis Club, 
which receives its championship, has cleanly beat- 
en dach one of its competitors at least nine games 
out of the sixteen plaged, and from all but one club 
bas won ten out of the sixteen. This makes its su- 
periority clear. Besides, as St. Louis has never yet 
held the championship, nobody will gradge it a 
year of this distinction. The American Association 
is fortunate in distributing widely the interest felt 
in its prosperity, Cincinnati, Philadelphia. New 
York, and St. Louis having won its pennant in suc- 
cessive years—no club thus far, if we rightly re- 
member, holding it two years. 

The league pennant. on the Other hand. has never 
yet during the many years of its establishment 
been outside of the clubs of Boston. Providence, 
and Chicago, and the same disposition of it follows 
for 1886. But this year one unprecedented result 
has occurred. The Chicagos, who have just won 
the pennant, were beaten in ten out of their six- 
teen games with the New Yorks, and also lost to 
the latter three series out of four. What is more, 
up to a late date, and perhaps to the present, the 
New York Club had beaten them in batting aver- 
age, in fielding average, and in the work of pitch- 
ers and catchers, and had won a majority of games 
from every opponent, whereas the Chicagos had 
not. it capped its performances by winning from 
the Chicagos the seventeenth, an exhibition game.

AMERICAN MISSION WORK. 


MEETING OF THE BOARD OF -COMMISSIONERS 
AT BOSTON—ENCOURAGING KEPORTS OF 


WORK DONE. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 13.—The ceventy-fifth 
anniversary of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions was opened 
this afternoon in Tremont Temple. More 
than 3,000 strangers are in the city 
to attend the meetings. The convention 
was called to order by the Rev. Mark Hopkins. 
The Rev. E. M. Williams of Northfield, Minn., 
and Rev. E. C. Bell of Minneapolis were ap- 
pointed Assistant Recording Secretaries. Vari- 
ous committees were appointed by the chair, 
and the report of the home department was 
then read by the Rev. E. K. Alden, D. D., Sec- 
retary of the board. This report contained 
reports from the district secretaries, showing 
the work done and making suggestions for the 
future. The report for the middie district, in- 
cluding the Middle States, Connecticut, and 
Ohio, showed 901 churches and a gain of 17 
per cent in the amount of contribudons, which 
agaregated $79,068. The totai receipts from 
all sources was $167,097, a gain of 2 per cent. 

The report by the Rev. Dr. J. 8. Humphrey 
of Chicago, for the district of the “interior, 
which includes Indiana, Illinois, Michigat, . 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Dakota, Colorado, Wyoming, and 
Utah, shows 1,699 churches, a gain of thirty- 
two; donations, $63,238, against $63,061 last 
year. Legacies amounted to $11,470, against 
$32,494 last year. The total receipts of this 
board during the year were $517,593, an in- 
crease of $120 compared with last year. 

The annual survey of the work of the Amer- 
ican Board was presented by the Rev. Judson 
Smith, D. D., Junior Foreign Secretary. This 
was an extended review of the work done at 
the missionary stations throughout foreign 
countries. It sbowed, in brief, that 
there were ~ 2,605 persons employed 
in mission work at 931 points, and that in the 
educational institutions, under the ee 
ment of the board, 35,561 pupils were being in-

The elective character of the audience may 
be inferred from the fact that last night 
Prof. Swing oceupied a box, while heavy pro- 
fessional men filled up many seats in the 
parquet. Minstrelsy may possibly be the lost 
chord,“ who knows? 


CHICAGO OPERA-HOUSE—‘'YORICK’S LOVE.“ 
Mr. Howells’ translation from the Spanish of 
“VYorick’s Love“ came infor much hyper- 
criticism. in England when Mr. Barrett pre- 
sented it there, because it presented too giow- 
ing a picture of the poor actors and authors of 
Sbakspeare’s day, and because it iifted the 
rather matter-of-fact person of a stage man- 
ager. into a sort of mentor of morais. The 
literary skill of the dialog and the swift and 
direct treatment of the theme count for 
more among admirers of the play in 
this country than faults whieh, at the 
worst, are not an offense to art. 
The actor's portrayal of Yorick is, perbaps, 
smoother and more finished than ever before. 
The tone of lightness, variability, and amiable 
ingenuousness in the earlier scenes is true and 
entirely satisfying; and although one could 
wish here and there for absolute repose to 
give contrast to Mr. Barrett's brisk method, 
one feels in a measure compensated by some of 
the subdued moments which are as weicome as 
they are effective. The naturainess of deliv- 
ery, was quite charming in the simplicity with 
w he spoke that line near the end: 
You are thinking of that b/ackamoor of Venice, 
And not poor merry Yorick, who ever was 
Inapt for tragedy.

AN ILLICIT WHISKY WAR. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT IN FRANKLIN COUNTY, 
GEORGIA—THE ASSASINATION OF A TROU- 
BLESOME WITNESS. 

GAINESVILLE, Ga., Oct. 13.—Great excite- 
ment exists in Franklin County owing to the 
bitter warfare between the illicit distillers and 
those suspected of dem spies. In several 
cases which have lateiy been reported to the 
revenue officers important information has 
been given by law-abiding citizens, who desire 
to aid in breaking up the practice of illicit dis- 
tilling. This has brought down upon them the 
vengeance of the distillers, who bave served 
notice upon them to leave the county or take 
the consequences. 

The first evidence that the. distillers meant 
business Was the assasination of a young man 
named Dyar, who bad testified against several 
persons. Dyar was riding home in a wagon, 
and when driving through athick copse a well- 
aimed bullet sped througn his brain. He fell 
back in the wagon, and the horses taking fright 
galloped wildly until home was reached, when 
Dyar’s relatives were horrified by the sight 
which met their gaze. The setéond man at- 
tacked was a farmer named Garbreuth. He 
was sitting before the fireplace in his house 
when a doubie-barreled shotgun was piaced 
through a hole in the wall and fired at him by 
an unknown person.

Linegar of Cairo appeared by invitation and 
gave his views on the present Revenue law and 
its inefficiencies. He admitted that much of 
the present difficulty grows out of an abuse of 
the law rather than a lack of ample pro- 
visions, but thought some -sweeping 
changes were needed in order to secure 
a more equitable solution of the revenue 
problem. Railroads, telegraph companies, 
express companies, and insurance companies, 
he insisted, should be taxed on their gross re- 
ceipts in lieu of ali other taxation, such reve- 
nue to be applied for State purposes only, and 
to be the only revenue for State purposes. He 
quoted from the Constitution to show that he 
was not without that instrument, and stated 
that euch a system was in operation in Wiscon- 
sin and other States under similar constitu- 
tional provisions. Real estate, he thought, 
bears far morethan its due proportion of taxes, 
and some remedy should be devised to cure this 
evil. Sixty-nine per cent of the total 
revenue of the State of Illinois was borne by 
real estate, while the telegraph, telephone, in-

E. M. Haines of Lake, ex-Speaker of the House 


of Representatives, also addressed the com- 


mission briefly, but as usual made no sugges- 
tions of a definit character.

permitted to make any proof of such contents. 

Src. —, Every Collector shall keep at his office a 
book properly ruled, in which he shall enter, when 
any such tax is paid, the amount of the instrument, 
the name of the person paying the tax, and the 
amount paid, and any Collector failing to make any 
such entry shall be liable on his bond for 
ten times the amount of the taxes and 
penalties not entered and be deemed 
guilty of a misdemearor, and fined for each of- 
fense not less than $100 nor more than $500.

Marquette spoke at length. Hubbell ad- 
vocated taking up one thing at a time, 
and that the first thing should 
be the Sault Canal, after that the Portage Lake 
Ship-Canal might also be considered, but if the 
convention attenipted to do too much the re- 
sult would not be what was wished for. 
Nester believed that the railroad question 
should also be touched on. Vaughan made an 
eloquent speech in which he clearly set forth 
the necessity of enlarging the Sault Canal. 
The United States engineers all reported favor- 
ably for enlargement, and declared that it was 
necessary. The Waterways Convention, which 
held a session at St. Paul a short time ago, de- 
feated its own aims by shooting over the mark 
and demanding too much. The natural path of 
commeree was from east to west and return, 
and not from north to south, and for this rea- 
son the great lake route is a much more im- 
portant one than the Mississippi River route. 
Tne Waterways Convention at St. Paul m- 
dorsed the action of the first Peninsula Con- 
vention, and advised the enlargement of the 
Sault. Therefore the people of ten States 
were practically united in asking that the canal 
be deepened. 

The convention will really get dowa to work 
tomorrow, and ut will be an important day’s 
session. Nowathering ever held in this part of 
the State before has attracted as many promi- 
nent» business-men. The best brain of the 
whole section is here, and if intelligent and 
active work will avail anything the results will 
be more important than were dreamed of 
even by the projectors of the idea of holding 
the Peninsular Convention. Delegates are also 
present from Duluth, Bayfield, and Ashland.

One day in the penitentiary 
was ample, and she went on the witness-stand 
and testified in so straight a manner as to con- 
vict without any further evidence or argu- 
ment. Her evidence did more than that—it 
convicted John Taylor, George Q. Cannon, and 
Joseph F. Smith, the three members of the

SKULKING LEADERS. 

This was last October and Smith has been 
hiding from the officers ever since. Heskulked 
in this country until last January, and then by 
disguising himself succeeded in leaving Amer- 
ica and going to Hawaii, where be is 
preaching Mormonism. John Taylor began 
hiding in January, and is still in retirement. 
George Q. Cannon joined him in April, but had 
then been skuiking a month or two. Because

Heber J. Grant, one of the Apostles, last 
Sunday in Sait Lake City said: ‘* Wo be to the 
Judge who sits on tho bench of the Third Dis- 
trict Court. We will not stand his abuse 
much longer. He cannot insult honest men 
and revile virtuous women with impunity by 
calling them concubines and their children 
bastards. Mark my words, Judge Zane will 
sink in the intellectual and the moral scale.“ 
Again be said: Judge Zane has taken a 
course that has made hima coward and unfit 
to be called a man, and condemnation will fall 
upon bim and bis children. Remember there 
is a limit, and this limit will soon be reached, 
even if they overstep the bounds.”

Over the Ruin of the Gay 
Gondoliers. 


The Introduction of Steam Upon the 
Canals of the Historic City Does 
Great Injury. 


Is the Greed of Speculators to Be Al- 
lowell te Feline shy Fives 
Skies? 


: A characteristic lament over the ruin of the 


gondoliers of Venice from the pen of Ouida - 


appears in the London Nimes. The following 
are some of the salient passages: 

“ During late summer days of great charm 
at Venice I have been asked to say some 
words in the Times concerning the wrongs of a 
class of men bere of much industrious worth 
in themselves, and of peculiar and unique in- 
terest in their relation to history and art—lI 
mean the Venetian gondoliers. The injury 
done to the gondoliers by the introduction of 
steam upon the canals of Venice seems 80 
closely interwoven with the injury done to the 
city herself that they need not be dismissed as 
merely selfish or trivial in their complaints. 

“The concession allotted to the so-called 
tramway stéamers is given for five years’ time, 
of which three years have already elapsed. It 
is earnestly to be hoped that the concession 
will not be renewed. Leaving apart the gsthetic 
ide of the matter, for it must be plain to the 
dullest mind how hideously unseemly are these 
dirty and ugly steamers beside the palaces of 
the Grand Canal, the peril to the foundations 
from the great wash of the waters caused by 
steam vessels is admitted by all competent 


‘to judge of such matters, while the deposit 


from their smoke and soot must in a few years’ 
time dull and pegrime the gem-like beauty of 
their facades as they do already poliute and 
obseure the air. Steam-tugs are also becoming 
dangerously numerous, and unless ab- 
solutely prohibited, or greatly restricted 
in numbers by a very high tax, 
will do endless mischier to the archi- 
tecture, and ultimately close the canals to gon- 
dolas and rowing boats. The wood and marble 
which have sustuined the exquisit buildings of 
Venice through so many centuries will be una- 
ble to withstand the shock and jar caused by 
navigation and machinery; and to show the 
indifference to this fact wnich prevails in the 
Government of Venice, I may mention that a 
landing-place for these canal steamers has 
actually been made against the steps of the 
Ca d'Oro itself. 

Besides these tramway steamers there are 
the steamers which go to andfrom the Lido 
from sunrise to midnight and heave to opposit 
the Schiavone and the Piazza di San Marco. 
These are many more in number than they 
need to be, and, thanks to them, this lovely 


„island is not much better than Rams- 
gate or Roshervilie. And how long will 
the gondoliers de able to keep 


their slender black craft afloat if all their trade 
be taken from them? The work which will be 
found on the small canais will not sumee to 
maintain them. and, unless restriction be put 
on steam traffic, it is to be feared that before 
many years shall have gone by the gondolas of 
rich private families will be the only ones seen 
on Venetian waters. The gondoiiers are for 
the most part fine, vigorous men, stalwart, 
though fed scantily on polenta and fish, and 
“with the right Giorgione coloron their brows 
and breasts. I think tne*Venetians’ true in- 
terests are more concerned in the preservation 
of this hardy race, who labor cbeerfully in 
storm and sunshine, from dawn to midnight if 
you will, for six francs a day, than in giving 
concessions to companies, to penny steam- 
boats Which will make the Ponte di Rialto as 
black as London bridge and the ILoredan 
Palace as insecure as an undermined ciiff. 


THE VANDALS OF VENICE. 

„There is nothing on earth equal to Venice, 
nothing like her anywhere; and one of the 
most wondrous of ber charms is that marvel- 
lous opaline light, that jewel-like radiance of 
3 which floats over her silver seas, 
her balmy isles, her countiess domes and spires, 
Is the greed of a handfulof speculators, is the 
hurry of an unthinking ana idle crowd, to be 
allowed to pollute that magical air, these di- 
vine skies? Let us even grant, if you think 
we must grant it, that these inventions are for 
the moment so necessary to all forms of mod- 
ern life that even people bappy enough to be 
born Venetians cannot exist without steam- 
boats, gasworks, railways, and all their bideous 
consequences; it is certain that much might be 
done to restrain their evil results. A gasometer 
need not have been placed, as it has been placed 
in Venice, next to the beautiful cloistered 
garden and the grand Church of San 
Francesco della ‘Vigna, whose campanile 
is the first that the Venetian sailor coming 
from the East sees above the horizon to tell 
him he nears home. The most lovely island of 
Sant’ Elena, with its deserted convent, its 
rose-covered cloisters, its fragrant garden, 
need not have been taken, as it has been taken, 
by the Government for their iron-works, so 
that brick chimneys belching forth black 
smoke over acres of bare clay is what firat 
meets the eyes of the traveler who floats pavt 
the green trees of the public garden on his 
way to the Lido, making an unseemly scar 
and blotch of ugliness at the very entrance 
upon one of the divinest scenes which the 
world can show. Thousands of baskets of 
clay are, moreover, daily being added to this 
foundry isiand, so that the hideousness of it 
will every month stretch farther and farther 
on, till it will close in the lagoon and 
soon de visible from Venice itself. 
Already the trees of the public gardens, 
naturally so stately and iluxuriant, are 


beginning to suffer from the near neighbor- 


hood of these chimneys, while the bridge made 
to connect the foundry with the city is & cruel 
eyesore. It might be a political necessity to 
drive the nuns out of the Isle of Sant’ Elena, 
but it should have been impossible to every 
sense of fitness and of decency in the powers 
that be to turn their flowering solitude into a 
smoking desolation at the very water-gates of 
Dandolo's city. 
CAST-IRON BRIDGES—BILL-POSTERS. 

“Yet, again, are all carvers of stone and 
builders of stone bridges, dead throughout the 
land, that nothing but cast-iron, that most 
dideous of all materiais, can be found when 
and where a new bridge is needed in 
italy? In Venice the old bridges are all 
even the smallest and 
poorest that these cast-iron abominations ap- 
pear Viler bere than almost anywhere; they are 
painted lead color, too, above and red under- 
neath. If Titian had seen them he would have 
died of insulted eyesight. Even when they 
must needs make a roof over the Pesciera—as 
if the hardy fishermen who seil and the sturdy 
traders and cooks who buy could want one— 
they must go and make it of this same cast- 
iron, so that it stands a biur and blotch upon 
that delicious mass of color where yellow salis, 
and biack boats, and fruit-baskets, and fish- 
baskets, and bronzed half-naked figures which 
seem to have waiked out from Tintoretto’s 
canvases, and the grand lines of the Rialto 
‘bridge, and the green glow and ripple of the 
water, all blend together in a picture which 


has the warmth and movement and beauty of | 


a feast-day painted by Carpaccio. Cast-iron! 
Good heavens! Is it not enough to make all 
the great dead who lie in 8S. Giovanni e Paolo 
turn in their graves? 

Then the advertisements; is it fitting that 
a place of historic tame should have spread 
over all its front gigantic letters declaring that 
some one sells Klass or bric-A-brac inside it? 
Is it fitting that a huge board next to the Doge’s 
Palace and prison should state that lace may 
be bought there cheaperthan anywhere else? 
Niagara is, 1 believe, insuited by American ad- 
vertisements of hotels, sewing-machines, and 
poison for rats; but even that is scarcely so 
offensive to the eyes and sense as the procia- 
mations of a pensionkeeper or a tradesman set 
up on gigantic boards next to the Rialto or the 
Bridge of Sighs. Not content with advertising 
themselves where, they reside, they do so in 
season and out of season on all kinds of walls 
with which they have nothing to do; and the 
effects of many of the ‘loveliest corners and 
finest views of the city are thus marred and 
made to resemble the vestibule of a Wer 
station or te @parding of a building p

DESTRUCTION BY RESTORATION. 

“TIT say nothing of the restorations of San 
Marco, because not very long ago specialists 
discussed this subjectin the Times. But one 
does not need to be a specialist to suffer from 
the crude color of the new mosaics. I asked a 
member of one of the firms employed in those 
restorations bow it was that they have been 
unabie to find and use colors more fitting and 
less glaring. He shrugged his shoulders and said 
the fault lay with the committee. The Palace 
of the Doges is now under restoration, and one 
shudders to see the saw of the workman divid- 


ing, and bis chisel peeling, the splendid grulpt- 
ures and columns and arches; the resulf will, 
I tear, be painful to artists and archeologists. 


Matting and scaffolding at this moment con- 
ceal from view the beautiful littie Loggia of 
Sausavino, at the foot of the Campanile; one 
trembles for what one may see when the 
stream sball be removed. It is, I suppose, 
difficuit to preserve without restoring; yet 
one would almost sooner see these memorials 
of a mighty past left to the band of Time alone 
than forced to endure the scraping, peeling, 
hammering, whitewashing, and general turn- 
ing of things sotto sopra, which go on ali over 
Italy at this period, and which always remind 
me of the servant of a connoisseur I once 
knew who took and “cleaned up” 
all his master’s old bronzes and 
antique metal vessels, and was convinced 
that he had done a good work with his sand- 
paper and emery powder. Italy, alas! is not 
only cleaning up’’ with more or less indis- 
cretion, but is pulling down and Diackening 
with furnace soot half her noblest possessions 
all over the country. 


THE DOOMED GONDOLIER. 

„Allow me, with one last word, to revert to 
my friends the gondoliers. You will perbaps 
say that they are unreasonabie, that they can 
follow the march of the age and become 
stokers, or serve in one of the iron saucepans 
of the new navy; no doubt they can, possibly 
they will; buf when their vine-bung traghetti 
have been swept away for tramway offices, 
when their safely-gliding boats are no longer 
there for poets to dream in and painters to 
sketch from, when the gondola, like Bucen- 
taur, shall only exist as a model in the arsenal, 
the world will be very much the poorer. 
Yet this will be the end,if steamboats and 
steam-tugs and their kind are not forbidden 
the canals which they defile. The gondoliers 
will be unable to compete with the iron mon- 
sters, unable tolive on the small amount of 
work which will remain to them, and one by 
one they will disappear, and the most delight- 
ful, the most picturesque, the most poetic 
mode of navigation will be known no more. 
Let us trust that their fellow-citizens will be 
wise in time. As yet the goudolas are afloat; 
and, despite restoration, tramway steamers, 
and puddiers’ furnaces, Venice as yet remains 
the gayest, gladdest, most charming of tne 
cities of Italy; here still la poésie des formes 
vient achever la poésie du jour.“ The deli- 
cious absence of sound, for inthis world of 
waters the very cries of the sailors and fisher- 
men come softened to the ear; the rich- 
ness Of color in painted sails, and high- 
laden fruit boats. and variegated ‘marbles, and 
vivid green of climbing ivy or of spreading 
acacia; the sense of liberty which comes with 
the near presence of the sea; the moonlieht 
nights filled with the echoes of music and the 
fragrance of the flowing isles and giadiolus- 
bordered water-channels, these we still have to 
give us knowledge of what Titian saw, of what 
Goethe felt. Surely if on one of these moon- 
light nights Dandolo, or Valier, or Bragadin 
could arise and pace the pavement once again 
between the coiumns and look seaward, they 
would each of them say to the people of their 
province: O children of St. Mark, be wise in 
your generation. Run not after false gods 
and blind idols. Treasure the great vast that 
we made for you, and cherish every stone that 
speaks of it. Any knot of new men can make 
for themselves steam-muls, and furnaces, and 
streets of stucco; any knot of new men can 
make for themseives a city without a story, a 
blasting-house where they can worship fraud 
and gold, any knot of new men can do this, 
but it is only you—heirs of all the ages—who 
have Venice.“

efforts to shake him off, and gives up the fight. 
Then the thrasher leisurely eats out his tongue 
and departs for pastures new. 

The blows given by this thrasher could be 
heard for two miles, and the whale made the 
sea boilin his vain efforts to shake off the mur- 
derer. He would dive, but it was of no use, for 
the thrasher could stay under water any 
length of time, while the whale must come to 
the surface to breathe. The last we could see 
through the glass the thrasher was pounding 
and the whale roiling, pounding the wuter with 
his flukes, and sometimes throwing his huge 
body almost entirely out of the water.“ 


MOUNTSTUART, _ 


LORD BUTE’S MAGNIFICENT NEW PALACE 
NEAR ROTHESAT. 

London World: The rebuilding of Mountstu- 
art, Lord Bute's place, near Rothesay, has now 
been completed, and it is one of the most mag- 
nificent mansions in Great Britain. The house 
covers an acre, andisin the medieval Gothic 
style of the thirteenth century. The walls, 
turrets, and balconies are built of stone 
brought from a quarry in Kirkcudbrightshire. 
In the centreis an immense tower 120 feet 
high, with a wide balcony ail round the top. 

The great hall is constructed entirely of ala- 
baster and the rarest marbies, with columns 
and a gallery; and the grand staircase is also 
of marble brought from Sicily and Carrara. 
The drawing-rooms are paneled with walnut 
and beautifully decorated, and so are the din- 


ing-rooms, the largest of which accommodates 
eighty guests. The ceilings and chimney- 


pieces of all these rooms are most artistic, and 


so also are the windows, the work ot which is 
extremely elaborate. There are three immense 
libraries and a bDilliard-room, all with carved 
stone fireplaces of antique design. 

In one wing are Turkish and swimming baths, 
and there are large conservatories, and a pri- 
vate chapel is now building. The whole house 
is heated by hot-water pipes and lighted 
throughout by incandescent iamps. The fur- 
niture is now being placed, and in the galiery 
will be hung the famous Luton Hod collection 
of pictures which have recently been exhibited 
at Bethnal Green, Glasgow, and Manchester. 
The building, decorating, and furnishing of 
this place have cost nearly a million. Lord and

MEGILL VS. Mal. 
The divorce case of Mrs. Minnie Megill against 


Sebring C. Megill was on hearing es- 
terday before Judge Moran, and Mrs. 
Megill was on the witness stand ail 


the day telling the story of her troubles with her 
husband. She was married to him Feb. 4, 1875, and 
they lived together off and on until 1882, when she 
left him and went home to her mother. In 1879 she 
says he left her for a week without any money, or 
food, or fuel, and in 1880 he went away to Detroit 
for eight months, only sending her less than $2 a 
week on an average while he was gone. In 1881 he 
left her and went to Denver for three weeks, and 


only gave her $5 to live on with her four children. 


In May, 1882, she became starved out, and went 
home to her mother’s with all her children, and 
has lived there ever since. He was a pattern- 
maker by trade, but hada penchant for inven- 
tion, and often refused employment when his 
family were in want because his would-be em- 
ployers had once worked under him. He claimed 
to be a descendant of William of Orange, while his 
wife (née Teufel) was only iow-born Duteh. Dur- 
ing all their married life he only gave her two or 
three pairs of shoes, a 40-cent hat, and some oth- 
er little articles. After she went home to her 
mother’s he took the two eldest children and went 
to New York, where, as she charged, he lived in 
open adultery with a Mrs. Hemitt at No. 275 South 
Fourth street, Brooklyn. She went on there and 
captured the two children, but was herseif capt- 
ured by a policeman on a charge of kidnaping. 
She was discharged on the ground that she could 
not kidnap her own children, and escaped with one 
of the children, her husband recovering possession 
of tha other. Considerable notice was made of her 
arrest at the time in the New York newspapers. 


Megill in his aaswer denies all the charges made 


against him by his wife, and claims his trips to De- 
troit and Denver and elsewhere were made only 
for the purpose of getting work, and that he always 
supported his family well, both when he was at 
home and abroad. He denied tha his wife had to 


be supported by her mother, and charged 
that she often refused to get his 
meals that she threw knives, sticks of 


wood and other missiles at him and the children 
used bad language and neglected her home duties. 
Furthermore he claims she is not a fit» person to 
have the care of the children, as they are exposed 
to improper influences at the home of her mother, 
Mrs. Teufel. To sum up in a word, he claims he 
has metaphorically as well as literally a devil ofa 
mother-in-law, and that all his domestic troubles 
are to be attributed to her malign influence. 


A HEAVY SUIT FOR LOST MONEY.
